upon a very moderate computation, ſince this 
country engaged in a war with France, only twelve 
months ago, two hundred and fifty-thouſand lives 
have been loſt in the field and on the ſcaffold; 


not to mention the numberleſs afflittions of the 


Hving conneQted with this horrible devaſtation. 1 
ſuppoſe alſo, that the combined powers on the con- 
tinent would not have been able to proſecute their 
hoſtilities without the interference of this country ; 
and that the ſhocking murders, which have taken 


place among the ' French themſelves, from that of | 


the King on thet hrone. to the meanelt peaſant, 
are truly afſignableto that fermentation, which the 


interference of the ſame combination has excited. 


Thele. 
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Theſe melancholy events may, therefore, be im- 


Puted, in a conſiderable degree, to the ſecret 
countenance or open efforts of the miſguided 


adminiſtration of this country. And, m the_ 


mean time, by what titles do we denominate 
ourſelves? Truly, Defenders of the Faith, guar= 
dians of the Proteſtant intereſt, and the profel- 
ſors of a reformed religion *. Wars, murders, and 
e//aſſinations are then, it ſhould ſ:zem, the proper 
fruits of a purer profeſſion of Chriſtianity ; that

| Great allowances will be made by every com-
